Congress not being in session, the 


tariff barons, who were in and around 
he Ways and Means committee room 
at the Capitol, in which Mr. Dingley 
and his Republican associates on the 
committee today began the public hear- 
ngs upon the several schedules of the 
proposed new Dingley tariff bill, were 
;he center of attraction. The schedule 
upon which today's hearings were 
baaed was that embracing spirits, 
wines and other beverages. The Re- 
publicans had expected that the South 
would be largely represented among 
these asking for favors under this 
schedule, but they were disappointed. 
The next schedule to be taken up will 
be that of cotton goods, followed by 
that on sugar and molasses. 


There seems to be a general disposi- 


tion to misunderstand the issue raised 
between congress and the President by 
Secretary Olney, when he said that 'the 
President would not obey a joint reso- 
lution even if passed over his veto, 
directing him to recognize the inde- 
pendence of Cuba, because the Presi- 
dent alone had the right to decide such 
questions. It is not contended by the 
senators who will oppose Secretary 
Olney's position that the President has 
not the right to recognize a new state 
without reference to congress; on the 
contrary, they freely concede him that 
right. They olaim, however, that a 
joint resolution of congress, when 
ifc 


becomes a law, whether by ordinary 
methods or by being adopted by a two- 
thirds vote over the President's veto, is 
just as binding upon the President as 
any other law. 
In other words, that 


while the President may exercise his 
discretion as to recognition in the ab- 
sence of congressional action, it is in 
the power of two-thirds of congress to 
compel him to obey its behests in 
recognizing the independence of a new 
state, as well as in'anything else. 
The 


claim that congress wished to deny the 
President's right to act independently 
of it in recognizing a new state has 
been put forward to muddle the qnes- 
tion. The question will not be settled 
soon, anyway, as the Cameron resolu- 
tion for the recognition of Cuba hasn't 
tho slightest show to get through the 
house and will be fought stoutly injthe 
en ate. 
The announcement tnafc Representa- 


ive and Senator-elect Money, of Miss- 
ssippi, who is a member of the house- 
committoe on foreign affairs, had taken 
advantage of the congressional recess to 
go to Cuba for the purpose of making a 
jnrsonal investigation of the situation, 
ias caused much gossip in Washington. 
While everybody knows 
that 
Mr. 


Money means well, there is a disposi- 
tion to regret the publicity which has 
been given to his trip, because it looks 
like a reflection upon our state depart- 
ment and its agents in Cuba. 


Confidential agents of the Wana- 


maker and the Ohoate senatorial booms 
have been working on the friends of 
McKinley in order to get him to throw 
his influence on their side. 
But they 


have not succeeded. 
While there is 


little doubt that most of the original

When 


the Republicans take the first step 
towards an increase of extravagance by 
the introduction of a new tariff bill, at 


the extra session, that will furnish 
more money to be spent, it is the par- 
pose of Judge Holman to make a 
speech, in which, if he cannof prevent 
extravagance, he will at least attempt 
to make it clear to the people that it 
exists under present expenditures; he 
will also endeavor to bhow that the ex- 
penditures of the government should 
not exceed $350,000,000 a year, and 
that if -they were reduced to that 
amount the present tariff would pro- 
duce an annual surplus of $100,000,-

During the year of 1896 there were 


4,339 oil wells completed 
in 
the 


Trenton rock field of Ohio. 
These 


wells are located in some twenty coun- 
ties. 
Of the number mentioned, 026 


were dry holes or gas wells. The orig- 
inal output daily of these wells were 
76,305 barrels. This shows a decrease 
in completed tvells from the annual 
report of 1895 of 1,220 wells com- 
pleted, 254 dry holes or gas wells, and 
31,640 barrels in 
production. 
The 


cause in the decrease in the production 
is the limited number of wells finished, 
also the fact that no gushers were com- 
pleted in the state outside of the one 
completed a few days ago near Find- 
lay, 
in Hancock county, and the one 


finished, east from. Lima a couple o f } 
months ago, but both wells will only 1 
be moderate producers after settling 
down to business. 


The actual cost of a well equipped 


for pumping is close to f 1,800 apiece. 
At that rate the wells completed in the 
state for the season just closing would 
amount to $7,810,200, to say nothing 
of the amount of money expended by 
the pipe line companies in taking care' 
of the product from these wells. There j 
ia no way of estimating the great 
amount of money paid out for the de- 
velopment and running of the crude 
product in this state for a year.
